ON BURMA 
FRONTIER 


Wanting, Burma-Chinese , 
Frontier, June 24, 
Chinese Nationalist author- 
ities said today that rebel sol- 
diers and police in the Burma 
rood town of Paoshan, now 
firmly back in Nationalist. 
hands, - had sijbjected the’ 
Population to a two month's 
reign of Inoting and harass- 
ment. 


The lender of the rebellion was 
a high officer of the Yurnan- 
Burma Highway Police, who pro- 
claimed hinsel¢ a Communist 
Seneral and seized control of the 
town In the name of the Com- 
munists. , 

He was kili¢d when the Natlion- 
ollsts recnptured Paosban on June 
12, after 6,000 troops had stormed 
the wnlls and teilled .800 of the 
robels. 

-Paoshun was fost to the muatine 
ecrs on April 12, the’ Yunnan 
authorities revealed, when almost 
the entire garrison of the town, 
consisting of clements of the 26th 
Division and the Yurpan-Burma 
highway police, revolicd against 
the Government, 

The recupture of the town wrs 
delayed by the fact that the mu- 
tincers blew up all bridges olong 
the Burma Road, including two 
large suspension bridges, 

A few mutinecrs who escaped 
from Paoshan fied towards Lung- 
ling, 20 miles down the Burma 
Road, towards — the frontier, bit 
“were “liquidated” by a local chicf- 
tain’s force, the © Yunnan au. 
thorities said.

Soldiera and pollee demanded 
payment In sliver doltara te- 
cause the banknotes were helng 
rejected by the tocal banke and 
population.

of the town.

The Labour. Party 


London, June 23. 


.Lord Milverton, a Labour peer and formor Colonial 
Governor, today dramatically resigned. from 
the Labour Party becausg of the Government's 
‘decision to nationalise the British stool indus- 


try, 


He announced his resignation in the House of Lords 
when the Bill to nationalise. the industry was 


being considered. 


Lord Milverton sold that he 
was born free and spent the bulk 
of his life In teaching what free- 
dom means to somewhat reluctant 
pupils in backward countrles. 

“Tam very loath at my time 
of life to reverse this process 
and to endeavour to sel! the 
advantages. of slavery to a pco- 
ple who were once‘free. Per- 
haps it ls becaure my own ex- 
bericnce im administration” had 
shown me how 
bureaucracy con strangle enter- 
Prise that I feel some doubts 
about the widening circle of 
Government controls." 

Lord Milverton is 64. Before 
being created a Baron in 1947, he 
Was Sir Arthur = Frederick 
Richards. He hetd various dis- 
trict posts In the Federated Malay 
States from 1910 to 1920, Later 
he held appointments as Gover- 
nor of North Bormeco, Gambian, 
Fiji, Jamaica and Nigeria, He 
retired from the Colonlal’ Service 
nt the end of 1947 and Joined the 
Labour Party soon afterwards. 

Tord Milverton complained of 
the Inck of administrative fore- 
sight and destructive effects in 
the administration of the Na- 
tional Universal Health Scheme 
and other nationalisation mea- 
sures whose principles he ac- 
cepted.
